FATAL AC01DEMT ON 1HE PANHANDLE. 


Saturday afternoon a horrible acci- 


dent happened at Survey station, twelve 
miles went of Richmond, ou tho Pan- 
handle railroad, Joseph Black, one ol 
Iho moat influential and boat known 
Farmers of the county, with bin wif a and 
two daughters, aged flilteen and seven- 
teen yearp, were driving iu a surrey to 
Cambridge Oity, (our miles distant, to 
attend tho races. Train No. 21, the 
fast New York and fit. Louis express, 
left Richmond nearly a half honr be- 
hind time, and wag running at terrific 
Bpeafl. At the station above named the 
railroad crosses the pike, and at that 
point the carriage ooutaimng the Black 
family drove upon the track, directly in 
front ot the swiftly approaching train. 
The engine etinok tho vehicle rqaarely, 
completely demolishing it, killing both 
horses and cutting one in twain. Three 
of tho occupant* were instantly killed— 
father, mother and oldest daughter, 
Mr, Black WRB caught by the oow catch- 
er of the engine and carried nearly 100 
yards before the train could come to & 
stop, and hie body was mutilated be- 
yond recognition. - The bodies of both 
Mrs. Black *nd the oldest danghter, Flor- 
ence, were found horribly mangled eome 
fifty feet from the track, while the young 
daughter, Sadie, lay betide the track 
wito. an arm cut off and oiherwiaeinjar* 
ed, bat not dead. Her injuries are 
fatal, and uhe cm not possibly live. Tho 
bodies of the dead were taken to Cam- 
bridge City.
